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At the same time a decision will be made between Khrushchev, and Kaganovich as the 
replacement for V.M .Molotov in the Foreign Ministry, should this become necessary.

Another project to be discussed Is the decentralization of the Ministry of Defense, 
with the possible designation of Deputy Ministers for Army, Navy and Air, and new 
appointments in territorial defense for AM Vasilevsky and GJC„2hukov.
